For unco the radical clciiiont of the party 
in powur joiii.s with conservative oppo.ii- 
tiou in coiideniniiif; the infatuated ])olicy 
whicli lia;i Ijrniif^ht abuut the destruction 
of Ale.xandria and tho massacre of so 
many hundreds of Eiiropoans aiul Chria- 
tifins. (Ill the 'J.^ih of May tlie EngliKli 
government di inanilrd tho e.Kpulsinii of 
Aralii from I-'i^ypt, niidtlii.i provoked the 
jnas.sacre of tiie lllh .hiiio, and made 
Arabi tho hero of the .Me.xaiulrian popu- 
lace.

All eye.s are now tiiriu'il to f'airi' ;iiid 
(he Suez canal. iMeetinj^s of liberals are 
rapidly bein;,' called on every hand, in 
defiance of Chuudierhiin'.s eaucu.ses, to 
protBSf agaiust tlie imiuitous policy of the 
{jovornnuMit in tho Orient, autl it i.s im- 
jMBsibli^'nut to perceive that tho.se events 
>nust have a most imiHirlaiU iniliienco on 
iVinerican conimcrce. The .supply of 
Kgyptian Cotton and jji'iiiii iiiii.si, umliM- 
the most favorable circuin/itance.s, be much 
amallor 'than usiud, causing grunt udtli- 
tinrial demands iijion farmers .and plant- 
ers. 

Jrop [irospcets liere ooniinuo decidedly 
glnoniy, the weatiier li;ivini; attain been 
rainy and unseasonable in many parts. 
Wheat is completely beaten down, so 
that not half.^a crop, can be hoped for, 
wiitlo a sptbndrcl crif>p"is lying rotting >'n 
tho ground. ,ii . 

Nkw VoitK, July lC.-~rTi (l'iiii^.'.> London 
special: In conversation with l!rii,dit 
about liis re))orled resignation, he .said 
tho true cause of it wa.s the E;,'ypti;in 
policy of the i,'overniiient, culniiiiatin;^ in 
what Mr. Ibijiht con.siders an nnju.sti- 
liablc use of force at Alexantlria. lie wa.s 
oppoHod to sendin;; the fleet to ligyjit 
orii^inally for any pcditieal purpose. [Ic 
considered that I'hitilaiid had nu bu.sinos.s 
to interfere with the internal atl'aira of 
Bgj'pt'; having no .serious intiu-est there 
uxcopt in the Suez canal, and llie canal 
was never nicn.aced by Arahi or anybody 
else. Ho believes that the massacre on 
(he .llth of June was lari,'e]y prevokod by 
the presence of the English lli>et. ile re- 
gards; the continued presence of the fleet, 
with tho couslautly increasing number of 
foreign inen-of-wnr in a friendly harbor, 
as' iii' itself a menace and unfriendly act. 
The motive for .sending them, niuiiely, 
tlie protection of English subjects, wiif a 
good motive; but luatturs were so man- 
aged ! that the fleet became a source uf 
danger rather than protection. \\ hon 
asked what the fleet should have done 
a!tii3i;'^Adniiral Seymour had delivered the 
ulti'ra'atum and Arabi promised to discon- 
tinue the armaments and then liroko the 
promise, he anfiwered that wo have yet 
heard but one side of the story, and he 
Hepmod inclined to discredit the report 
that' the electric light slioweil that ihe 
troops were continuing work. Hu iu- 
. aistodj . however, that these details were 
cbinpamtivcly unimportant. The real 
cause of lii.s resignation wa.s tlie use nf 
force, which ^^■a3 not defensible on moral 
grounds. "For forty ycaig," said Bright, 
have told my countrymen that morals 
were' tho true ba.sis uf politico. I have 
denonucod war. I should have been 
false to my prinoiploH had I become a 
party tn a war which was begun without 
necessity." 

IIo proce(Hled to esprb.ss his jirofound 
regret at parting fromln's collcaguos and 
his cluef — at taking tho step which, ho 
said, ijiu.it seriously harm the inini.si i y 
and nerhajjs will divide the liberal pai ty. 
'.He oeplored it, but ho could not .ab.iiicl..ii 
his priiici[)leH.' from any regard to il,.' 
]iarty ^di'' any 'afT(^ctIon for persons. 

J3right(^(f^jrOluc 'reliicianco to M'vcr 
himself from tho govornincut was evon 
mor^Hstrongly shown by his dela\' in 
taking'tho 'final stop.- -He-was present at 
tho cabinet council so kite jis Thur.sd.ay, 
*Hiree daj's after the lio.stiiities licj^jun. 
His formal resignation was olVeicd only 
yesterd.ay. Even tliis afternoon sonic 
jounfals csprcs.s doubhs abiuit it.s truth .

war which was justifi.'iji|o /^ainco t^o 
time of William III, " was ";tho supl 
pre.ssion of the rebellion by the Jiortliern 
states, liright's own friends feel, .says 
the I'lill Mall CniuCe, that it is hard to 
lind any reason for his retiring now wliich 
did not exist last May, when tho cabinet 
approved the menacing note and dis- 
patched tho tleet to back up tho menace, 
iuit no liberal is disposed to judge Bright 
in a critical s[iirit. Before his resigua- 
tion the liberal party was practically 
uiiiled in sustaining tlie government. 

The true course would have been to 
carry away such English sitbjects as 
wished to depart and then to leave tho 
khedivo and Arabi I'asha to settle thoir 
own disputes. Tlu' sultan, .as .tlic sover- 
eign, might [iroperly lia\ e interfiled. 
Bright adinit.s that tho restiu'ation of 
Turkish authority in Egjiyt would have 
beeli a misfortune, but the English would 
not have been rospojisiblo, and Europe 
could then have reipiired adequate guar- 
antees for the departure of tlu' Turks 
when order was restored. He akso ad- 
mits that English intervention would 
have been beneficial to ICgypt, but he re- 
peats that England has no business there. 
\Vhon asked to fi.\ tho points whore hia 
mind parted company with tho minds of 
his colleagues, he replied that, though 
unaljle to approve the general course pur- 
sued with reference to Egypt, lie alwajs 
hoimd they would stop short of the cm- 
pleynumi of force. Ho ridiculci.! the no- 
tion that the lleot waa seriously menaced 
by tho forts, and ■ dwelt strongly on tho 
statement of tho Slaudant correspondent 
and one other, that before tho bombard- 
ment began, but after the expiration of 
the time li.xod by .•\dmiral Seymour, the 
Egyptian authorities ull'ered to dismantle 
tho forts. He was not .aware that the 
statement was officially confirmed, but 
should il provo-^nie he thought the be- 
ginning of hostilities after such an olh^r 
was duserving of the strongest censure 
W'lietlier this report was true lU' not he 
was unable to continue as a member of a 
govprnmont sanctioning bombardments.

Be:iven of it he replied that he 
liidii't bolieve it. The I hen governor 
afterwards required another contr.ict lo 
be made out and signed.

' boozle country districts by holding up the 
. Elliott government t(j ridicule, it was 
I well that they should be told the truth of 
I the matter. (Great cheering.) There 
were other niatturs to which he would al- 
lude at tho meeting on Saturday even- 
ing.

MR. r. IJ.WIE 

was loudly cheered. He in comingj for- 
ward excused the absonco of l>r.-.Ttimblo 
who was detaincd by a c'aso < 8f sickness.

Nearly every- 
thing required by the government had 
been sont for out of thocountry — oventoa 
steam engine required for the printing 
ofHcc. (Cheers.) The people wore aware 
that an award had been made in Lon- 
don in favor of Reed Brothers lo the tuno 
t f 811,900, although tho linaucu minister 
had always contended Reed Brothers 
owed tho oovernment .*.'1,.")00. Well, tho 
case was carried to London and .submitted 
to tho arbitrators there. Would the au- 
dience credit it/ When the case got tlicro, 
actually and trulj', there was not a single 
repre.'iuntative of the government or 
other porwu to speak for the Province 
The case absolutely was allowed to go by 
default, and it was no wonder tho govern- 
ment lost tho case. (Great cheoriiig. ) 
Tho warships had been withdrawn from 
this station. .Vlinost the hast act of the 
KUiott government wa.s^ to pass a resolu- 
tion, w hich had the approval of Admiral 
Dellor.soy, and which w.as supported by 
Walkom and Beaven, offering the dock 
site to the imperial government, but no 
Hininer did Walkem and Beaven got into 
power than they withdrew tho offer. j\lr.

Viid that, no doubt, is the 
pliiioi-opliy of llie foolish and worth- 
less per.sonago whom fate has niade 
and ill- I the duke of Hamilton. In one of the 
receive ! cases in Messrs Christie's rooms yester- 
day I .saw a small portrait in an old 
gilt fraino. It is thus de.icribed in a 
catalogue: "Lot Gl. Holbein. Por- 
trait of a knight of the garter, small 
wbolo length, with a dog, inscribed 
'aitatis sua> 5G, Anno Domini 1555,' 
six inches by four inches. Presented 
1)1/ V/icirhii T. lo the Mqrquis of llnmil 
Ion. Tho king's branii is on the back, 
both as ])riii4't; and king." The least 
spark of thai sonlitnent which is snp- 
jioseil to be strong in tho breasts of all 
gentlonioii would have saved this relic 
of a brave and illfated man from 
tlio auctioneer's hammer. In dtiys 
I wlion chivalry was not yot dead there 
I wa.s :i Marquis of llainilton who 
' carrii d the sword of state before 
King t'liarles 1. on this coronation, 
and who remained true to his master's for- 
tunes lo tho last. Ho led tho army which 
fought so hard at Preston in 1648 his 
lioad was cut off in tho palace yard. It 
was this marquis to whom the ill-fated 
king gave the little picture which I n-itioed 
under tho glass case yesterday, and one 
can easily imagine with what intorest and 
respect every Hamilton since, down to 
the person who at present boars tliu titlo, 
has gained upon this memorial to fidelity 
and valor. But a man who w.as the asso- 
ciate of the P' Iham-Olintons, and who 
was ono of tho leaders of tho sot which 
brought tho marquis of Hastings to ruin 
and tlie grave, is not very likely oven to 
understand tho feelings which lod tho 
marquis of two QOntaries andaha.lf agoto 
be faithful to his trust and to ' romo'inbsr 
tho honor of hia race. • 

This sale, or the circumstances connect- 
ed with it, has apparently scandalized 
even tho most easy-going wombors of the 
duke of Hamilton's class. Whon a man 
is forced by unavoidable misfortunes to 
soil every stick and scrap possessed by 
his ancestors, ono may say that it is a 
groat pity, and pass on. But in this case, 
an utterly reckless and unscrupulous man 
has plunged into difficulties, nut one of 
which is froo from discredit, and not ono 
of which might not have boon avoided. 
I havo heard man estimates given of the 
amount of tho duke's dobts, and there 
cannot be the slightest doubt that it must 
bo placed at betv.eon two and three mil- 
lions storling. The notorious IM. Pad- 
wick was one of his chief creditors, and 
tho estate, of course, holds him in tho 
same position. Tho sum I havo mention- 
ed is prodigious, but so has boon the 
duke's capacity for getting rid of money. 
How;, it^maybo asked, can siich debts as 
his be iticurred ? ..The fact is.th'afe no de- 
vice ever yet discovered for accumulating 
debt haa boon neglected by tho prosont 
duke. Horse racing and other gambling 
debts account for a good deal of tho mo- 
ney, and usurious loans account for al- 
most as much. And tho noble edifice 
which tho duko;^has reared has boon many 
yparBj. tihiililkli'gii for Jio was first really 
"hard hit," as tho saying .goes, at the 
time whon tho late (and last) marquis of 
Hastings made his final chute into tho 
abyss of disaster. Tho proaont duke of 
Hamilton did not end hia life at that 
time, unfortunately for those who are to 
succeed him, and ovorj' year which has 
paasod aw.ay ainco has seen the mountaiii 
of his liabilities grow h'ghor and blacker 
than eyoi\ He expects to raise, I am 
told, at least half a million by this sale, 
\yhich is tocontinua yil tho 20th of July
